The Bale Glade Rams ended 
their first full week of practice 
in pads today with a sharp 
scrimmage.

Florida Chamber Busy On 
State’s Water Problems 


Harold Colee, executive vice 
president, Florida State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, today issued 
the following statement on Flor- 
ida's water supply, saying that 
conferences held at Winter Ha- 
ven and Leesburg this month 
had tended to develop clearer 
thinking on the subject. The 
statement follows: 

“Florida's abundant water 
supply cannot be expected to 
go out of its way to accommo- 
date man. This truth, récogniz- 
ed in central and southern Flor- 
ida, is beginning to seep through 
to men's minds in other areas 
of the state. Public admission of 
the fact was made by the 1955 
legislature when that body au- 
thorized the setting up of a wa- 
ter study 
jconservation laws may have to 
be enacted. The committee will 
ascertain if they are needed, re- 
porting its findings to the 1957 
i session. 

“No one disputes geologists 
who say that Florida has water 
enough for the requirements of 
an empire. In clinching their ar- 
gument they point to an esti 
mated runoff of 40 billion gal- 
lons per day, water which flows 
through Florida’s springs, rivers 
and lakes into the sea. Florida is 
now using something over a 
billion gallons of water per day 
for all uses, they-estimate. 

“This is not to say that Flori- 
da has no water problems,” A. 
O. Patterson is quoted as saying, 
‘but it is more a question of 
distribution of the water re- 
sources than it is of total quant- 
ity” Mr. Patterson is district 
engineer of the U.S. Geological 
Survey, stationed at Ocala.

redistributed by man. He may 
store water against the day of 
drought, and he may control 
flood waters by the employment 
of engineering devices. By use 
of these same devices he may 
re-build the water table, now 
very low in a few parts of the 
stale owing (1) to the 5-year 
drought, and, (2) to the em- 
ployment of wasteful methods. 
It is true,’ reports the State 
Geological Survey, ‘that in a 
few areas some trouble is ex- 
perienced in obtaining water 
because of low formation yield 
and that some areas along the 
ve not spaced wells 
and have withdrawn wa- 
ter from the aquifer (or bed) 
too rapidly, allowing salt water 
{from the ocean to contaminate 
the well fields.. Some of our 
rocks contain entrapped salt 
water which may be flushed 
out in wells and in addition the 
levels of ground water in wells 
have been decreased in some 
areas because of overdevelop- 
ment. A wise and controlled us- 
age is strongly recommended 
for those areas, but elsewhere 
there is an abundance of water.’ 
“In a vast Central and South- 
ern area of the state is being 
constructed, with Federal fi- 
nancial aid, one of the biggest 
T systems of all times. Wa- 
ter not immediately needed will 
be caught up in reservoirs. 
Oversupply will be channeled 
{safely out to sea. There will be 
no floods, no droughts, Millions 
of acres of land will be re- 
claimed. 
“Three aspects of the state's 
water situation beg immediate 
consideration: (1) present de- 


ficits (they are spotty, to bej 


re, but in some locales may be 
approaching the acute stage); 
(2) the almost certain doubling 
of the state's population in the 
next 20 years, and, (3) the 
state's rapid industrialization. 
“Two steps have been taken 
the State Chamber to de- 
velop a sharper statewide 
awareness of Florida's water as- 
sets and needs.
